The 
people, with pious ccrKcni, feared IMlt tl.? wrath of the gixls would fall upon them. The 
senate scni messengers to Ti bur to try to pr wail on the musicians to relnrn. Tlic strikers 
held out. Then the Tybiiriies tried to persiuide them, Imt with no more success. The 
astute citizens, Ixjwevcr. knowing the weakiic's of the Roman pipers, hit on a plan. They 
fcastcil them and plied them with old wine until they were is drunk as lor Is. Tliey then 
bundled them into carts and sent thm kack to Rome. XVlieh they woke up next iiKirntng 
they found themselves in the forum. The fieotilc docked, around them and wekonieil 
tliem with delight; for no pipers, no peligioti. The citizens urged them to go to their usual 
duties. The pipers agreed to Jo so if, their old privileges of carousing in tlie leinple and 
nia.squrrading on the streets nine days in the year were al'owed tliem. Tlieir dmiamls 
were granlerl and the strikers returned to work. Tiwre k no mention made of a walk¬ 
ing delegate, but it is gratifying to know that the first strike recor.leil in history re¬ 
sulted in a victory for the strikers.—C. \V I’affiow, in Tyfasgrafliical Journal.
